While 
he  taught,  he  wrote  two  text 
books  for  use  in  the  Church 
Schools,  The  Restored  Church  and 
Doctrines  of  the  Restored  Church.

Motel  accommodations  were  top  quality  at  The  bands  ot 
Tempo  and  the  Ramada  Inn  in  Tucson.  Both  had  swimming 
pools  which  commanded  ample  use  of  by  the  tripiiers. 

The  banquet  in  Tucson  wasn’t  the  best;  the  price  was

It  seems  the  Arizonians  felt  they  would 
lose  their  home  advantage. 


Edifor's  Note: 

The  following  statements  were 
made  by  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
in  October  of  1967  and  state  rea- 
sons for  BYU's  attitude  toward 
Federal  aid.  President  Wilkinson 
drew  our  attention  to  the  state- 
ment after  he  read  a letter  to  the 
editor  which  opposed  the  Univer- 
sity's attitude  toward  Federal  aid. 

. . . Although  we  are  in  need 
of  finances  as  much  as  any  other 
institution  of  higher  learning,  we 
have  consistently  refused  to  ac- 
cept gifts  or  aid  from  the  Feder- 
al Government. 

We  have  done  so  because,  in 
the  first  place,  with  the  tremend- 
ous debt  of  the  U.S.,  due  now  and 
in  the  future,  amounting  to  nearly 
$6,000  for  every  individual  in  the 
country,  we  do  not  want  to  be  a 
party  to  the  insolvency  of  our 
country,  which  we  love  and  hope 
will  endure. 

Second,  it  seems  to  us  to  be  a 
perversion  of  the  principles  on 
which  our  Government  is  founded 
—which  is  that  of  a federation  of 
states— for  the  Central  Govern- 
ment to  so  monopolize  the  taxing 
capacity  of  our  citizens  that  the 
states  are  unable  to  raise  suffi- 
cient taxes  of  their  own  for  their 
own  functions  of  government— 
the  largest  of  which  in  this  state 
is  education.  We  think  it  is  a 
travesty  on  our  compact  between 
the  states  for  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  collect  large  sums  for 
local  expenses  and  then  give  a 
part  thereof  back  to  the  states  as 
though  they  are  mendicants. 

Third,  we  still  believe  that  the 
States,  if  given  their  share  of  the 
taxing  power  and  free  enterprise, 
and  if  properly  encouraged,  can 
and  will  meet  the  needs  of  our 
educational  institutions. 

Fourth,  we  know  if  we  have 
large  Federal  gifts  and  subsidies 
there  will  inevitably  be  Federal 
control.  Indeed,  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment would  be  irresponsible 
if,  after  appropriating  billions  of 
dollars,  it  did  not  in  some  way 
control  the  expenditure  of  these 
funds. 

Finally,  we  believe  that  a prop- 
er separation  of  Church  and  State 
makes  it  improper  for  the  Gov- 
ernment to  support  church-con- 
trolled  institutions  of  higher 
learning. 

Believing  as  we  do,  we  intend 
to  practice  what  we  preach.  So 
there  will  be  no  misunderstand- 
ings, we  do,  at  this  Institution, 
enter  into  contracts  with  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  doing  of  research 
on  our  campus. 

These  are  ordinarily  called  gov- 
ernmental grants,  but,  strictly 
speaking,  they  are  not  grants  at 
all.  Rather  they  are  contracts 
for  services  and  we  give  an  hon- 
est quid  pro  quo  in  services  for 
the  compensation  we  receive.  We 
do  not  consider,  therefore,  that 
such  acceptance  violates  our  pol- 
icy of  refusing  Federal  aid.

The  low  ]\Ionday  was  one-eighth  of  a 
cent  less  than  the  lowest  rate  last  Friday. 
The  plunge  was  blamed  on  jittery  foreign 
exchange  speculators  and  gold  market  at- 
tacks aimed  at  both  the  pound  and  the  dol- 
lar. 

The  Bank  of  England  had  to  step  in 
hurriedly  and  shell  out  some  of  its  gold  re- 
serves to  halt  the  slide  and  push  the  pound 
back  up  to  its  $2.40  level. 

THAILAND  GUERRILLAS 

BANGKOK,  THAILAND  (UPI)— Prime 
Minister  Thanom  Kittikachorn  said  Mon- 
day Communist  guerrillas  in  Thailand  are 
using  Soviet-built  weapons  shipped  through 
Laos  from  North  Vietnam. 

There  has  been  a recent  upsurge  of  guer- 
rilla activities  in  the  northern  provinces 
bordering  on  Laos  which  also  is  facing  an  in- 
creased threat  from  the  Communists. 

“We  are  trying  to  cut  the  supply  line 
but  it  is  difficult  because  of  the  mountain- 
ous terrain  through  which  the  supply  lines 
run,”  Thanom  said. 

A government  announcement  Monday 
reported  52  Communist  terrorists  and  sup- 
porters were  captured  in  the  provinces  dur- 
ing the  week  ending  March  3.  A spokesman 
said  government  troops  also  discovered  an 
apparently  hastily  abandoned  guerrilla  camp 
and  found  25  weapons. 


Senate  Adopts  Cloture 
To  End  'Rights' Debate 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)-The  Sen- 
ate voted  Monday  to  silence  oppon- 
ents and  make  possible  a vote  on 
a civil  rights  bill  outlawing  discri- 
mination in  the  sale  or  rental  of 
most  of  the  housing  in  America. 

Then  it  beat  back,  by  a 56-381 
vote,  an  amendment  limiting  the 
scope  of  the  bill  despite  the  warn- 
ing of  its  sponsor,  Sen.  Robert  C. 
Byrd,  D-W.  VA.,  that  its  decision 
would  create  “a  real  riot  in  this 
country.  . .at  the  ballot  box  when 
owners  of  small  homes  find  out 
what  Congress  has  done.” 

After  trying  and  failing  three 
times  in  the  past  two  weeks  to 
impose  debate-limiting  cloture,  sen- 
ate liberals  mustered  up  precisely 
the  two-thirds  vote  needed  to  choke 
off  six  weeks  of  debate  on  civil 
rights.  The  move  carried  65-32  with- 
out a vote  to  spare. 

It  was  the  eighth  such  vote  in 
American  history. 

Next  the  chamber  took  up  Byrd’s 
amendment  exempting  all  single- 
family homes  owned  by  an  individ- 
ual from  coverage  by  the  open 
housing  measure. 

He  asked  his  colleagues  not  to 


be  stampeded  by  the  fear  of  riots. 

He  predicted  that  if  this  bill 
passed  the  next  civil  rights  mea- 
sure to  face  the  Senate  would 
“divvy  up  your  property  in  order 
to  prevent  riots.” 

But  Sen.  Jacob  K.  Javits,  R-N.Y., 
said  Byrd’s  amendemnt  “destroys 
everything  we  are  trying  to  con- 
struct.” 

The  cloture  vote  came  after  the 
Senate  was  reminded  of  a presi- 
dental  commission’s  findings  that 
“white  racism”  causes  riots.
